OKLAHOMA CYCLONE 


Muskogee, Ukla,, May 2.--More 
more than 50 persons are known to 
have been killed and approximately 
100 injured ina cyclone that vir- 
tually wiped out Peggs, a smal; 
village in the northwest corner of 
Cherokee county, at about nine 
o'clock Sunday night, Forty.three 
bodies have been recovered, Whole 
families were crushed to death 
their homes were torn to 
pieces by the force of the gale.
